REMARKS 

Claims 7-9, 12-17, and 20-23, all the claims pending in the application, stand rejected. 
Claims 7 and 12 are amended. Claim 9 is cancelled. New claims 24 and 25 are added. 

Amended claim 7 incorporates the content of original claim 9, which has now been 
cancelled. Further, amendments to claims 7 and 12 are based on the description on page 19, line 
10 from the bottom to page 20, line 8 of the instant specification. 

New claims 24 and 25 are based on the description on page 22, lines 8 and 3 from the 
bottom of the instant specification. 

Filing ofRCE 

Applicants are filing an RCE in response to the Examiner's refiisal to enter the 
Amendment under 37 C.F.R. § 1.116, as advised in the Advisory Action dated September 24, 
2007. The accompanying RCE authorizes entry of the amendment filed on September 6, 2007, 
including the amendments to the claims and the arguments in response to the outstanding 
rejections. The present Amendment under 37 C.F.R. § 1.114(c) fiirther amends the claims. The 
arguments with respect to the outstanding final Rejection are incorporated herein by reference 
and supplemented as follows. 

Claim Rejections -35 USC § 102 

Claims 7, 8, 12, 13, 16, 20, 21, and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as be'ng 
clearly anticipated by Walker (US 2,372,536). This rejection is traversed for at least the 
following additional reasons. 

Walker 

Walker suggests neither (1) specific surface roughness after a precision polishing step nor 
(2) a specific amount of a turned down edge of a glass substrate. Therefore, Applicants 

respectfully submit that the amended claims would be patentable over Walker.
